Fellow  Citizens: 

The  Town  of  Enfield  had  a  very  busy  year  in  1982. 

Our  highway  department  continued  improvements  to  streets  and  roads  this 
past  year.   A  dangerous  corner  on  Algonquin  road  was  improved  by  blasting  and 
widening  the  corner,  the  paving  to  be  accomplished  in  1983. 

The  Crystal  Lake  Bridge  was  finished  with  guard  rails  and  pavement  this 
summer . 

P  &  F  Associates  paid  the  Town  $10,064  to  improve  their  frontage  on 
Palmer  road  as  a  requirement  of  subdivision  approval.   While  doing  this  work 
to  widen  and  gravel  Palmer  Road,  the  Highway  Department  also  improved  the 
portion  from  George  Hill  Road  to  the  subdivision.   The  finish  grading,  etc. 
will  be  done  in  1983. 

The  loader  purchased  this  year  has  allowed  the  Town  to  undertake  many 
other  highway  improvements  not  possible  before,  without  the  proper  equipment. 

The  beach  on  Mascoma  Lake  was  purchased  from  La  Salette  in  1982.   We 
had  hoped  to  replace  the  building  at  the  beach  in  1983,  but  trying  to  hold 
taxes  down,  we  felt  this  should  be  considered  at  a  later  time. 

The  Fire  Department  under  Chief  Crate  purchased  a  replacement  chassis 
for  the  Union  Street  tanker  which  was  a  50 's  vintage  military  vehicle  and  was 
not  dependable. 

A  diesel  powered  police  cruiser  was  purchased  this  year  in  an  attempt  to 
hold  down  fuel  costs  for  patrol.   Chief  Giese  has  reported  the  diesel  is 
getting  nearly  double  the  mileage  of  our  gas  cruiser.   Longevity  of  the 
diesel  cruiser  is  a  question  which  will  be  answered  in  1983. 

A  special  town  meeting  was  held  September  28th  for  a  $500,000  loan  at 
8  3/8%  to  be  repaid  by  water  users  over  a  30  year  period.   In  addition  to  the 
loan,  grants  of  nearly  $700,000  should  be  received  from  Farmers  Home  Admin- 
istration.  We  plan  to  have  the  improvements  start  this  Spring  and  to  be 
finished  by  year  end  if  no  major  problems  arise. 

The  improvements  will  be  a  new  water  source  or  treatment  of  our  present 
one,  a  %  million  gallon  storage  tank  and  replacement  of  many  distribution 
mains.   All  mains  will  not  be  replaced,  but  we  hope  to  do  as  many  as  possible. 
The  Quality  of  water  should  be  improved  as  well  as  household  pressure  and 
fire  protection. 

The  Sewer  Advisory  Committee  plans  to  have  a  solution  for  sewerage 
disposal  within  the  next  4-8  weeks.   Public  hearings  will  be  held  in 
March  or  April  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting  for  bonding  to  continue  with 
design  and  construction  should  be  held  this  summer.   If  construction  does  not 
start  by  October  1,  1984  the  Town  share  of  the  cost  will  increase  by  approx- 
imately 1.5  million  dollars.   Your  interest  and  involvement  will  be 
appreciated. 

We  hope  citizens  will  become  involved  with  our  various  committees  to 
help  find  or  implement  solutions  to  questions  or  problems  important  to  us  as 
Townspeople  and  Taxpayers.

Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Enfield  Elementary  School  in  said 
Town  of  Enfield  on  the  Eighth  day  of  March  next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, 1983,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects. 

Polls  will  open  at  ten  A.M.  and  will  not  be  closed  before  eight-thirty  P.M. 
Articles  in  warrant  will  be  taken  up  beginning  at  seven  P.M. 

ARTICLE  1.   To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  five  years:   One  member  of  the 
Board  of  Adjustment;  to  serve  for  three  years:  one  Selectman,  one  Tax  Col- 
lector, one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one  Library  Trustee,  one  Fire  Ward,  one 
Recreation  Commission  member;  to  serve  for  two  years:  one  Auditor;  to  serve 
for  one  year,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

ARTICLE  2.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  as  provided  under  RSA  Chapter  33. 

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
or  lease  any  or  all  parcels  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax 
Collector's  deed  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  or  any  or  all  parcels  not  in  pub- 
lic use;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  in 
the  name  of  the  Town  suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate.   The 
Selectmen  may  sell  any  real  estate  acquired  by  a  Tax  Collector's  deed  to  the 
person  to  whom  the  taxes  were  assessed,  at  private  sale;  but  all  other  sales 
shall  be  by  public  sale,  such  public  sale  to  be  advertised  by  suitable  public 
notice. 

ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  such 
gifts,  advances,  grants-in-aid.  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  HUD,  EDA,  EPA, 
FHA,  BOR,  or  other  funds  for  any  Town  purposes  as  may  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  other  Federal, 
State  or  Local  agency  or  person. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  Thirty-Three  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents  ($1,233.54)  for  Town 
Road  Aid,  and  to  receive  the  sum  of  Eight  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Twenty-Three 
dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($8,223.61)  from  the  State. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  an  intoximeter  for  the 
Police  Department  in  support  of  abating  the  drunken  driving  problem  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  $2,800,  only  in  the  event  the  Town  does  not  receive  funding  for 
this  purpose  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  Budget  Appropriations  in 
the  amounts  indicated;  and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  Pro- 
rata reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon:

ARTICLE  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  and  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain,  if  necessary,  any  parcels 
of  land  necessary  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the  water  improvement  program  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  all  documentation  relating  thereto  and 
proceed  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  9.   Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  legal  voters:   "To  see  if  the  Town 
of  Enfield  would  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,100  to  support  the  work 
of  Headrest  in  1983." 

ARTICLE  10.   Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters:   "To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate  action  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the 
environment  and  economy  of  Enfield  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  Enfield. 

These  actions  shall  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  one-half  the  major  cause  of  acid 
rain,  sulphur  dioxide  emissions  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  To  conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the 
Government  of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to 
the  same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 


ARTICLE  11  .   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Budget  and  Raise 
and  Appropriate  the  various  sums  recommended  and  posted  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  if  the  purpose  or  objects 
hereinafter  designated,  for  which  appropriations  for  the  year  1983  may  have 
not  been  fully  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  funds  so  appropriat- 
ed or  unexpended  on  the  unfinished  portion  of  such  object,  shall  be  placed 
in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  dedicated  to  the  purpose  or  object  of  its  com- 
ception,  until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Town  shall  have  the  opportunity  or  occasion  for  fulfilling  or  completion 
of  the  purpose  for  which  said  appropriation  was  created.

Defense,  Removal  and  Planting  of  Trees,  Water  Department,  Sidewalk  Con- 
struction, Town  Parks  Improvements,  Sewerage  Study,  Fire  Truck  and  Master 
Plan/Capital  Improvement  Planning. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  any 
other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

What  was  blue  on  blue  and  lost  in  '82?   Well  the  reddening  of  the  Chief's 
face  was  the  theft  of  the  marked  police  cruiser  from  behind  the  Station  on 
May  2  7th.   Arrests  in  the  caper  were  made  shortly  after  the  cruiser  was 
found  by  Sgt.  Pollard  on  June  11th  in  Plainfield,  N.H.   The  vehicle  and  the 
contained  police  equipment  were  severly  damaged  by  the  perpetrators.   All 
losses  were  covered  by  insurance.   A  replacement  vehicle  was  obtained  dur- 
ing June  when  members  of  the  Department  along  with  Selectmen  Jim  Simpson 
traveled  to  New  York  City  and  purchased  a  used  police  cruiser. 

During  1982  the  community  was  relatively  free  of  criminal  incidents.   Per- 
haps, more  than  any  measure  of  police  efficiency,  is  the  fact  that  our 
citizens  are  honest  and  will  not  tolerate  criminal  activity.   The  published 
figures  depict  our  efforts  in  1982. 

The  operation  of  a  new  diesel  powered  cruiser  has  resulted  in  substantial 
savings  of  fuel.   Currently,  the  MPG  is  very  close  to  20  miles  per  gallon. 
This  compares  with  the  8-10  MPG  experienced  with  the  gasoline  powered  unit.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  businessi   This 
slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest 
Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the 
Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program  of 
State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  es- 
tablished New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control. 
Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the 
best  in  the  nation.   This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the  coopera- 
tive efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.   The  state 
provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low 
cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and 
technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.   Local  governments  provide  the  volun- 
teer fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who 
respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to  forest 
fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  mo- 
dern day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/Towns  and  our  entire  citizen- 
ry can  this  record  be  maintained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENFIELD  SEWER  ADVISORY  GROUP 

From  its  early  beginnings,  the  Town  of  Enfield  has  discharged  raw  sewage  into 
the  Mascoma  River.   This  practice  continues  to  this  day  in  spite  of  obvious 
potential  health  hazards  and  deterioration  of  Mascoma  Lake.   Since  the  lake 
serves  as  Lebanon's  water  supply,  the  State  is  very  anxious  for  us  to  remedy 
this  situation. 

Several  studies  have  been  conducted  to  address  this  problem.   The  most  recent 
one  was  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Inc.  of  Boston  which  recommended  that  Enfield  con- 
nect to  Lebanon's  Sewage  Treatment  Plant.   Their  recommendation  was  based  on 
the  assumption  that  land  treatment,  a  less  expensive  alternative,  was  unreli- 
able.  Many  studies,  including  ones  conducted  at  CRREL,  have  shown  that  this 
is  not  the  case.   Land  treatment  systems  are  presently  in  operation  in  West 
Dover,  Vt.  and  Greenville,  Me.   In  addition,  the  Enfield  share  of  the  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  cost  of  the  Lebanon  Plant  was  projected  to  be  higher  than 
that  of  a  land  treatment  system.   Many  residents  felt  that  Enfield  would  be 
better  served  by  having  its  own  sewage  treatment  facility. 

These  concerns  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  state  officials  who  reluctant- 
ly agreed  to  give  us  more  money  to  re-evaluate  the  land  treatment  alternative. 
The  consulting  firm  of  Donnelly,  Conklin,  Phipps  and  Buxzell  of  Springfield, 
Vt.  was  hired  to  do  the  study  and  an  advisory  group  was  formed  in  January  1981* 
As  the  name  implies,  the  duty  of  the  advisory  group  is  to  advise  the  engineer 
on  issues  of  local  interest.   The  advisory  group  has  met  regularly  in  open 
sessions  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month. 

Over  the  past  two  years,  the  engineer  has  been  searching  for  a  suitable  land 
treatment  site.   Through  a  careful  process  of  elimination,  three  sites  were 
selected  for  detailed  investigation;  the  Paul  E.  Bond  property  along  Rt.  4A, 
LaSalette  property  near  the  Shaker  Den  and  a  site  on  Jones  Hill  off  East  Hill 
Rd.   Hydrogeologic  studies  were  conducted  at  all  three  sites  and  the  results 
indicated  that  the  Jones  Hill  site  was  the  only  one  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate the  projected  flow  of  sewage. 

Along  with  evaluating  the  cost  of  land  treatment,  the  engineer  is  also  up- 
dating the  costs  of  the  other  alternatives  which  are  tying  in  with  Lebanon 
or  building  our  own  sewage  treatment  plant.   The  costs  of  all  three  alter- 
natives will  be  compared  on  an  equal  basis  so  that  we  can  select  the  most  cost 
effective.   We  will  be  presenting  the  results  of  this  study  soon,  at  public 
meetings  and  a  hearing.   We  have  tentatively  scheduled  a  special  Town  Meeting 
for  early  May  to  vote  on  a  bond  issue. 

It  is  important  for  townspeople  to  realize  that  time  is  rapidly  running  out 
on  federal  assistance  for  sewage  treatment  projects.   Starting  in  October 
1984  the  federal  share  of  sewage  treatment  projects  will  drop  from  75%  to 
55%.   This  means  that  Enfield's  share  of  the  project  would  increase  by  20% 
which  almost  quadruples  our  contribution  to  the  project.   Therefore,  it  is 
to  our  best  financial  interest  not  to  delay  any  further  in  approving  a  sewage 
treatment  facility.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Enfield  Conservation  Commission  was  re-organized  during  the  month  of 
October,  1982 

New  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  were  Donald  K.  Daniels,  Geraldine 
Goslar,  Richard  M.  Henderson,  and  Caroline  K.  Russell.   Along  with  pre- 
vious members,  Robert  Hewitt,  and  Selectmen's  representative  Donald  Crate 
this  brought  the  seven  member  board  up  to  six  members.   At  this  time  the 
Commission  is  still  looking  for  another  volunteer  member. 

Although  the  Commission  is  composed  of  a  seven  member  board,  it  is  felt  by 
all  members  that  any  Conservation  minded  individual  who  wishes  to  join  the 
group  is  welcome  as  a  non-voting  participant. 

The  following  officers  were  elected:   Robert  Hewitt,  Chairman;  Donald  K. 
Daniels,  Vice-Chairman;  Richard  M.  Henderson,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Two  projects  were  undertaken  by  the  Commission.   One  of  which  is  the  study 
of  Dredge  and  Fill  Permits,  concerning  the  need  and  use  of  them,  and  their 
importance  to  the  Community.   This  committee  is  composed  of  Geraldine  Goslar 
and  Caroline  K.  Russell. 

The  second  of  the  projects,  is  the  study  of  all  legally  classified  roads 
that  are  in  Class  VI.   These  are  non-maintained  roads,  that  are  still  owned 
by  the  Town. 

All  Class  VI  roads  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission.   This  power 
was  given  to  them  by  the  voters  of  Enfield  by  warrant  Article  22  passed  at 
Town  meeting  in  1974.   The  study  will  consist  of  mapping  and  cataloguing 
these  roads.   The  condition  of  these  roads  will  be  studied  and  a  decision 
will  be  made  to  determine  the  best  use  for  them.   It  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  that  many  of  these  roads  have  been  severely  dam- 
aged by  erosion.   Some  of  this  has  been  accelerated  by  the  use  of  four- 
wheel-drive  vehicles  during  wet  seasons.   The  commission  is  contemplating 
posting,  or  closing  these  roads  to  motor  vehicles  to   f vent  further  damage. 
This  would  not  include  snowmobiles.   Anyone  who  has  suggestions  or  opinions 
on  this  should  contact  the  following:   Donald  K.  Daniels  or  Richard  M. 
Henderson. 

The  Enfield  Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  held  at  Whitney  Hall,  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  every  month  at  7:30  PM.   Anyone  is  welcome.

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ENFIELD  RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  January  and  February  of  1982,  the  Recreation  Commission  sponsored 
Saturday  afternoon  feature  films  which  were  shown  at  Whitney  Hall.   Most 
of  the  films  were  enjoyed  by  thirty  or  forty  people,  however,  weather  con- 
ditions caused  poor  attendance  for  one  film. 

We  again  sponsored  a  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  at  Huse  Park  with  more  than 
twenty  local  businesses,  organizations  and  individuals  participating.   The 
food,  games,  crafts  booths  and  flea  markets  made  a  relaxing  "at  home"  day 
for  many  town  residents.   As  was  true  last  year,  the  rental  fees  for  the 
booths  were  used  for  recreation  equipment.   This  year  we  purchased  a  four- 
teen foot  aluminum  boat  for  use  at  Shakoma  Beach. 

As  a  result  of  our  Fourth  of  July  Celebration,  the  Commission  was  approached 
about  renting  Huse  ?Avk   to  a  group  of  local  craftsmen  for  an  August  show. 
The  details  were  arranged,  and  we  rented  the  park  for  a  weekend  show  in  mid 
August. 

Before  planning  the  1982  Summer  Recreation  Program,  a  survey  was  taken  at 
the  Enfield  Elementary  School  to  determine  what  types  of  activities  the 
children  would  like  to  see  as  part  of  a  summer  program.   The  results  favored 
a  focus  on  organized  sports,  particularly  soccer  and  street  hockey.   The 
Summer  Recreation  Program  ran  for  six  weeks  and  had  three  components:   arts 
and  crafts,  sports  and  swimming  lessons.   Huse  Park  was  opened  from  nine  to 
eleven  Monday  through  Friday,  and  participants  were  divided  into  two  age 
groups.   Each  group  received  an  hour  of  sports  instruction  and  an  hour  of 
crafts  instruction  daily.   Our  sincere  thanks  goes  to  Larry  Girouard  and 
Sharon  Phinney  for  the  excellent  job  they  did  implementing  the  program  at 
Huse  Park. 

The  swimming  program  was  directed  by  Missy  Barrett  who  was  assisted  by  Laurie 
Magnell  and  Jodi  Wheeler.   Approximately  forty  children  participated  in  swim- 
ming lessons  this  summer,  and  again,  our  sincere  thanks  to  these  girls  for 
the  excellent  jobs  they  did.   Larry  Girouard  and  Missy  Barrett  were  our  life- 
guards for  the  season  at  Shakoma  Beach.

MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.,  like  all  providers  of  health  care,  has 
this  year  felt  the  impact  of  scarce  resources,  but  as  in  the  past  14  years 
has  met  the  challenge  by  continuing  to  provide  in-home  care  as  well  as  com- 
munity health  programs.   This  has  been  made  possible  in  part  by  the  continued 
support  of  the  towns  it  serves,  which  are  Canaan,  Enfield,  Grafton,  Dor- 
chester and  Orange. 

The  home  health  care  offered  by  the  agency  includes  nursing,  physical  and 
occupational  therapy.   These  skilled  services  are  available  to  those 
patients  who  are  confined  at  home  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  physician. 
The  patient  may  need  either  temporary  or  long  term  care.   Mascoma  Home  Health 
is  certified  to  provide  care  under  the  Medicare  program  and  also  has  a  con- 
tract with  Blue  Cross. 

Home  health  aide  and  homemaker  services  are  also  available.   Activities  for 
this  program  can  include  bathing  and  personal  grooming  needs,  helping  in 
practice  of  self  care  skills  as  in  the  "Keeping  Mobile"  program  offered  by 
the  Therapy  service.   General  homemaking  services  are  also  available  to  those 
persons  with  limited  mobility  so  that  they  may  remain  in  their  homes  safely 
and  independently. 

The  Child  Healtn  Program  includes  a  monthly  well-child  clinic  and  2  dental 
clinics  per  year.   Health  education  is  a  part  of  these  clinics  as  well  as 
direct  care.   New  born  visits  are  made  to  those  families  who  desire  this 
additional  help.   This  year  prepared  childbirth  classes  "Lamaze"  are  being 
held  at  the  agency.

Phone  calls  or  visits  concerning  our  services 
are  always  welcome. 

The  trend  in  health  care  is  now  being  directed  toward  the  community  where 
it  is  felt  that  it  will  be  less  costly  and  a  better  quality  of  life,  particu- 
larly in  the  area  of  long  term  care  for  the  elderly  by  making  it  possible  to 
remain  at  home. 
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The  struggle  continues  over  how  to  provide  maintenance  long  term  care  with- 
out adequate  funding.   This  problem  is  being  addressed  in  this  agency  by 
striving  to  start  new  programs  specifically  designed  to  meet  these  needs 
for  those  people  who  otherwise  might  be  in  a  nursing  home.   Long  term  care 
is  one  of  the  strengths  of  home  care  from  the  patient's  perspective  and  we 
as  an  agency  have  been  successful  in  keeping  patients  at  home  in  the  face 
of  great  odds.   Our  goal  for  this  and  all  years  is  to  continue  to  improve 
upon  this. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  communities  that  we  serve  and 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  coming  year.

ENFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
1982 

A  major  technical  improvement  of  benefit  to  both  the  library  and  its  patrons 
was  the  purchase  of  a  new  card  catalog  unit.   This  acquisition  has  enabled  the 
separation  of  the  catalog  into  two  sections,  juvenile  and  adult.   The  main 
catalog  is  now  centrally  located  with  the  adult  collection.   The  juvenile 
catalog  remains  near  the  entrance  and  is  more  convenient  for  student  use. 

Over  450  volumes  were  added  to  the  library  collection.   Other  volumes  were 
borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile,  which  now  comes  twice  a  year. 

A  series  of  story  hours  was  provided  for  both  sessions  of  kindergarten.   The 
School/Library  Program  entered  its  7th  year  with  grades  1-5  coming  to  the 
library  accompanied  by  their  teacher.   Grade  6  is  once  again  participating. 

In  observance  of  Children's  Book  Week  a  fine  collection  of  original  art  work 
by  Giovanna  Roll  was  on  display.   Mrs.  Roll  also  demonstrated  drawing  tech- 
nique to  a  number  of  elementary  school  students  during  this  time.   A  special 
portfolio  of  "Rose  Hips"   in  watercolor  was  given  to  the  library  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Ford.   These  have  been  mounted  and  are  available  for  loan. 

Appreciative  acknowledgement  to  all  those  who  donated  time,  books  and  mater- 
ials to  the  library  this  year.  Also  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their 
many  hours  of  assistance  with  the  children  and  Bookmobile. 

The  library  administration  extends  a  warm  welcome  to  all  who  visit  the  lib- 
rary and  utilize  its  facilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

In  our  continued  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the 
taxpaying  citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we  take  this  opportunity  to 
reach  you  through  your  annual  town/city  report. 

Budgeting  becomes  more  complex  each  year  due  to  variables  and 
unfunded  state  mandates.   Until  authority  accompanies  funding,  our 
local  governments  will  have  little  control  over  spiralling  taxes. 
Counties  encounter  funding  problems  similar  to  towns/cities.   We 
are  continually  absorbing  more  costs  of  state/federal  programs. 
This  year  local  governments  picked  up  a  25%  increase  in  their  share 
of  the  OAA/APTD/ICF  grants.   Child  placement  costs  are  increasing 
dramatically  with  the  private  foster  homes  rapidly  being  replaced 
by  more  expensive  group  homes,  some  costing  $25,000  to  $40,000  per 
year  compared  to  private  home  rates  of  $2,400  to  $3,600  per  year. 

Our  new  sewage  system,  tied  in  with  Woodsville  Precinct's 
treatment  plant,  was  complete  and  operational  in  February  1982. 

Many  dollars  are  being  saved  in  energy  accounts  through  con- 
servation measures.   Fuel  costs  were  reduced  by  20%  and  electric 
costs  by  8%  in  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1982,  saving  $41,800. 

Finishing  the  second  superior  courtroom  will  cost  approxi- 
mately $169,500.  Bonding  is  approved  and  the  project  should  be 
completed  this  spring. 

The  Jail  &  House  of  Correction  had  another  busy  year.   Average 
census  was  38.   We  continue  to  get  inmates  with  mental  or  emotional 
problems  requiring  additional  staff  and  medical  treatment  and  higher 
medication  costs.   No  change  is  foreseen  in  the  admission  pattern  due 
to  the  continuing  discharge  policy  of  N.H.  State  Hospital.   Pending 
legislation  requiring  more  severe  sentencing  for  some  crimes  will 
increase  duration  of  stay  and  census,  proportionately  increasing  the 
burden  on  correctional  staff. 

The  County  Farm  is  a  productive  asset  to  the  County  through 
participation  in  Extension  and  Conservation  Service  programs  and  by 
creating  meaningful  work  for  House  of  Correction  inmates.   Volume 
of  milk  remains  constant  although  the  revenue  dropped  slightly  due 
to  decrease  in  federal  parity.   Quality  of  the  Hclstein  herd  is 
excellent.   Revenue  from  livestock  sales  grossed  $25,092  last 
fiscal  year,  and  produce  grossed  $40,016  for  the  Farm. 

The  Commissioners  meet  Mondays  at  9:30  AM  at  the  Courthouse, 
1:30  PM  at  the  Nursing  Home.   Meetings  are  open  to  the  public.
